Written From Honolulu 
Last Fall. 



Manila Bay. Philippine Islands, 
Dec. 7th, '98. EiiimJ Kbntuckian: 
We left the port of Honolulu on 
17th of Nov.. we had a fine time 
during our four days there. Hon- 
olulu is strictly a religion- city. 
All business houses close at 11 
o'clock at night, and on Sunday. 

It w as a sight to us to see the na- 
tive- come to town early in the 
morning w ith their train of pack 
mules and ponies loaded with ba- 
nannas. oranges. pine apples, 
-rape-, eocoanuts and wood. Each 
man would have 12 or 15 mules and 
ponies, one tied behind the other, 
and he would walk in ftjpnt and 
lead them. We left tour men in 
Hospital at Honolulu two of the ar- 
tillery boy.-, two of the cavalrv. 
The Pennsylvania left Honolulu 
with the 51st Iowa boys on the 16th 
■f Nov. and the New Port came in- 
to port on the morning of Nov. 1(> 
with Gen. Miller and Staff and part 
if 20fh Kansas regiment 

It brought mail for us but it will 
not be opened till we get to Manila. 
Honolulu has a hue band of about 
SO instruments. They came down 
to wharf and played about two 
hours for us. They played "Dixie" 
as we pulled out. There was a 
great crowd at the wharf to see us

We made a good impression on 
the people during our stay in Hon- 
olulu. The sea is quiet to night, 
but a few of the boys are sea sick 
again. They say we will make 
the trip to Manila in K. days.

Even now the girls 
insist that I hey haven't recovered 
from the shock sufficiently to do hard 
studying; and (he victims of the wa- 
ter pitcher are both under the care 
of trained nurses. As for th 
he gave up his place the next day and 
coiilu'ed to the cook that he was go- 
ing to look for a job in a lunatic 
n>vltiin. where his boarding school 
experience would he of value to him,

Such being the climate, the nature 
of the country, its soil and produc- 
tions, the inhabitant.-, as might bo 
expected, are a strong, hardy, vigor- 
ous race, and from the glens of Man- 
churia have issued three successive 
wave* of conquest which have over- 
run the whole of China. The num- 
bers of the original inhabitants have 
been augmented by streams of immi 
gration from China proper, and 
then-, though slightly less robust 
than the original Manchus, are yet 
of good and sound physique. They 
are the very reverse of impulsive— 
cool, calculating, provident and so 
economical that not even the manure 
off the roads is allowed to be wasted, 
and the heat of the fire required for 
cooking purposes is carefully utilized 
means of fines to warm the whole 
house. 

Their industry is apparent in the 
care ht stowed upon their fields. In 
the s ii miner they work from dawn 
till sunset, with a brief interval for 
the midday meal, and in the winter 
they start hours before daybreak on 
their long carrying journeys. They 
are grave and little given to mirth; 
en the whole, law-abiding, amenable 
to control, and to the restraints of 
social life; if not particularly warm 
in tlieir devotion to their children 
and to their parents, at any rate not 
absolutely callous, and though any 
netiv" benevolence is very apparent, 
there are, on the other hand, few symp- 
toms of active malevolence. But the 
most important trait to notice is their 
strong conservatism. What wa- 
good enough for their fathers the 
present-day inhabitants think must 
be good enough for them. They are 
intelligent and quick to grasp simple 
idea-, but. superstitious and ignorant 
of natural causation; very lacking in 
imagination, with high powers of imi- 
tation, but no capacity for invention. 

They all dress alike, and in the 
same way in w hich they have dressed 
for centuries past; there is no differ- 
ence I" twe/n one house and another, 

and even 'heir carts are all of the 
sane pattern. The rigid fixity of 
ideas is a concomitant of their strong 
conservative proclivities. They have, 
as. a rule, little regard for truth, but 
in business matters once their word 
is given it may be relied upon. Ilon- 
isty is not a pronounced trait in their 
char a i ters, nor are they remarkable 
for mora I r t \ And these defects 
must, therefore, be set against their 
striking industry in d thrift. Their 
religion seldon] sho\ - kself, and has 
little effect upon their practical con- 
duct. It produces in ilmm none of 
that fanaticism which impels other 
races of Asia to deeds of war, and it 
imposes upon the people of Man- 
( huriii few of those rest i ictions as to 
u hat they may or may not cat or do 
witli which the people of India are so 
" dtertd. .

In the next place, il was in 
vented with a peculiar idea in the 
mind of the inventor It belonged to 
the Mitchell Thunderbolts, a com- 
pany of old men organized here in 
1803 purely for home defense. Oue 
of the company, Mr. John Gilleland, 
invented this, cannon, and had it caet 
at the Athens foundry. 

The Idea of Mr. Gilleland was one 
of considerable ingenuity. A 50-foot 
chain with the ends attached to two 
cannon balls was the charge, and the 
idea of the inventor was- that when 
the cannon balls came out of the mii2- 
zle of the cannon they would have a 
tendency to diverge, draw the chain 
taut, and mow down an entire com- 
pany. The company took the cannon 
out into the country near Athens one 
day to test it. It was properly 
charged, and was touched off with 
great ceremony. One of the balls got 
©ut a little ahead of Uie other, and 
then the mischief was to pay. It had 
a kind of circular motion, and plowed 
up about a quarter of an acre of 
ground, the members of the company 
in tho meantime scattering in all di- 
rections to keep from being hit by 
the flying chain. 

The old cannon wa* never used 
after that except at an occasional 
democratic jubilee, when charges of 
powder would he fired. About five 
years ago tho old cannon di.-appeared. 
and Dot until a few day? ago did our 
people know where it was. Last week- 
it turned up in a junkshop, but it was 
promptly purchased by the city. Mr.
